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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see Remarks (page 7, line 8, through page 8, line 9), filed 
November, 3^^ 2004, with respect to claims 1 and 8 have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. The rejections of claims 1 and 8 have been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-14 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1 and 8 recite factoring a finite-state transducer (FST) including an 
unknown symbol, where the unknown symbol is not factored within the process. A left- 
sequential and right-sequential FST are defined, where the left-sequential is defined by 
replacing the unknown symbol with the unknown symbol and a diacritic, and the right- 
sequential is defined by replacing the diacritic with an empty string representative and 
an output symbol. 

Mohri (6,032,111), in view of Schabes et al. (5,610,812) teach creating a left- 
sequential and a right-sequential FST by identifying a left context string, and adding a 
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symbol when the left context string is found. They also teach a placeholder with an 
empty string output symbol. 

Mohri and Schabes et al. do not teach an unknown symbol, nor do they teach the 
unknown symbol is not factored when a FST including a unknown symbol is factored. 

Claims 2-7, and 9-14 are allowable because they are dependent on allowable 

claims.
